WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The president 


scut to congress yesterday the Venezuelan 
correspondence, accompanied by the fol- 
lowing significant message: 


To the Congress—In rny annual message ad- 


dressed to thR conK"^^J °n the Sd inst. I culled 
atttmtion to the p.-irlinij boundary controversy 
between Gtreuc Bririiin and Ihe republic o? 
Venezuela, and reoi:eJ the aub-ttance of -A rep- 
resentation made by this government to her 
Britannic majesty's jruverninent suggesting 
rt'iiHon.-i ~A"hy such depute should bo submitted 
to arbitration for settlement, and inquiring 
whfcther it would be so submitted. 
Thu 


answer of the British government;, vrhlch was 
Chun n".vait«d, has since been received. 


Such reply ia embodied in two communica- 


tions uddrea-sed by TQL- British prime mlui-iter 
to Sir Jnlian Puuncefotc, thu British ambas- 
sador at this capital. Ono of theso communi- 
cations i* devoted exclusively to observations 
npon the Monroe doctrine, and claims thut in 
the present instancy a. now and strange exten- 
sion and development of this- doctrine is in- 
sisted uu by the United States; thus the rea- 
sons judtifyint; an tippeul to the doctrine 
enunciumd by President Monroe nre generally 
Inapplicable "to ths Htate of things in which 
"we live »t the present day," a.nd especially in- 
applicable to H controversy involving tho 
boundary line between G-reaS Britain and 
Venezuela. 


Without attempting extended argument in 


reply to these positions it may not be amiss to 
suggest that the doctrine U'jon which v.*e 
stand ia strong and sound, because its enforce- 
ment is important to our peace and safety as a 
nation, and U e^enritU to the- integrity of our 
free institutions tiud the tranquil main- 
teaancf of our distinctive form o* government. 
It was intended to apply to every stage of our 
national life, and cannot become obsolete 
while our republic endures. If the balance of 
power is justly a cause for jealous anxiety 
among governments of the Old World, and a 
subject for absolute non-interference, none 
the less is an .observance of the Monroe doc- 


j trine of vital concern 10 our people and their 
[ government. 


Assuming, therefore, tbak we may properly 


Liisist upon this doctrine without regard to 
th« "state of things in whJcii we live," or any 
changed conditions here or elsewhere, it is not 
apparent why its application may not be in- 
voked In the "present controversy." -If a 
European power, by an extension of its 
boundaries, takes possession of the territory 
of one of our neighboring republics againsr its 
will and in derogation of its rights, it is diffi- 
cult to see why to that extent such European 
power does not thereby attempt to extend its 
system of government to that portion of this 
continent which is th.ru taken. This is the 
precise aotiou which President; lEcaroe de- 
clared to be "dangerous to our peacy aud 
safety," and it can mak« no difference whether 
the European system is extended by an ad- 
vance of frontier or otherwise. 


It is also suggested in. liie British, reply that 


we should not seek to apply the Monroe doc- 
trine to the pending dispute, because it does 
'nt>t embody any principle of international law 
which te "founded on the general consent of 
nations," and that "no starejman, howevt r 
eminent, and no nation, however powerful, 
are competent to in^arr into the code of inter- 
national law a novel principle which waa never 
recognized before, and which has not since 
been accepted by the government of any other 
country." 


Monroe Doctrine IiiJast. 


Practically the principle for which we con- 


tend has peculiar, if not exclusive, relation to 
the United States. It may not havo been ad- 
mitted in so many words to the code of inter- 
national law, but since in international coun- 
cils every nation ia entitled to the rights be- 
longing to it, if the enforcement of tho Alonroe 
doctrine U something we may justly claim, IS 
has its place in the codo of international hiw 
as certainly and KS surely as if it were- specifi- 
cally mentioned, ivnd when the United ijtatea 
Is a suitor before the high tribunal that ad- 
ministers international law the-questiun to b*> 
determined i* whether or not wo present 
claims which the jos;icoof that code of law 
cun .2nd to be right and valid. The Monroo 
doctrine finds its r'tcocnitiou in the principles 
of international law, which are based upon the 
theory that every nation shall have its rights 
protected and Us just claims enforced. 


Of course this government is entirely conn- 


dent that under thf sanction of this doctrine 
we have clear rights aud undoubted claims. 
Kor is this ignored in thu British reply. The 
prime minister, while not admitting that the 


•i Monroe doctrine is applicable to present con- 
I ditions, states: *'ln declaring that the United 
i States would resist any such enterprise if iC 
j was contemplated. President Monroe adopted 
' a policy which receivwl the entire sympathy 
j of the English government of that date." He 


farther declares: 
"Though the language of 


President illonroe is directed to the attain- 
ment of objects which most Englishmen would 
agree to be salutary, it is impossible to admit; 
that they have been inseribeA'by any adequate 
authority in the code of international law." 
Again he says: "They (.her majesty's Kovern- 
meut; fully concur with the view which Presi- 
dent Monroe apparently enturtained, thac any 
disturbance of the existing territorial distribu- 
tion in that hemisphere by any fresh acquisi- 
tions on the part of any European state would 
be a highly inexpedient change." 


In thw belief that the doctrine for which wa 


contend was clear and definite, that it was 
fonr.ded upon substantial considerations and 
involved our safety and welfare, that It was 
fully applicable to our present conditions and 
to the state of the world's progress, and thaS 
it was directly related to the pending contro- 
versy, and without any conviction as to the 
final merits of the dispute, but anxious to 
learn in a satisfactory and conclusive manner 


, whether Great Britain sought under a claim 
; of boundary to extend her possessions on this 


continent without right, or whether she 
merely sought possession of territory fairly 
included within her lines of ownership, this 
government proposed to the government of 
Great Britain a resort to arbitration as the 
proper means of settling the question, to the 
end that a vexatious boundary dispute be- 
tween the two contestants might be deter- 
mined and our exact standing and relation in 
respect to the controversy might be made 
clear. 


This proposition has been declined by the 


British government, upon grounds which in tha 
circumstances seem to me to be far from satis- 
factory- It is deeply disappointing that such 
an 'appeal, actuated by the most friendly feel- 
ogs toward both nations direCily concerned, 
tddressed to the sense of justico and to tho 
nagnanimity of one of the great; powers of the 
K-orld, and touching its relations to one com- 
paratively weak and small, should have pro- 
luced'no better results, 


The oourae to be pursued by this govern- 


ment in view of the present condition does not 
appear to admit of serious doubt. Having 


J (ubortid ittithfuliy for znaay years to induce 


Gfront Britain to submit this dispute to 1m- 
purtiul arbitrtitiun, und having been now 
ILr.ully apprised of her refusal to do so, nothing 
remain;! bat to accept the situation, to recog- 
nize its plain requirements und deal with it 
accordingly. Breal Britain's present proposi- 
tion had never thus far been regarded as ad- 
missible by Venezuela, thoUKUAiiy adjustment 
tf thu boundary which that country muy deem 
for her advantage, und may enter into her own 
free %vili. caunot of course be objected to by 
the United State?*. 


A.-wuming, however, that, the attitnde of 


Venezuela v.-ill remain unchanged, the'dispute 
haii reached such a stage ad t<j inane it now in- 
cmnben« upon tl:u L'nited Static to take meas- 
ures to determine with sufficient certainty for 
its juntilic;iSion what u the true divi.sion.il line 
Lwtween the republic of Venezuela and British 
G-uiann. The inquiry to tha: end should, of 
course, be conducted carefully 
and judi- 


ciou«iy, and due weight should be given to all 
avai.able evidence, records and facts in sup- 
port of the claims of both parties. 


In order thn.1 such ail examination should 


be prosecuted in a thorough and satisfactory 
manner, I susge.-it that tho congress make an 
adequate appropriation for the expenses of u 
commission, to be appointed by the executive, 
who sliull make the necessary investigation 
and report upon th2 matter with the least pos- 
sible delay.

The strikers are firm, and de- 
termined to fl^hc it to the bitter end. 
Thre'e mass meetings were held last nigho 
in various parts of the city. 


Tho entire road covers about EDO miles, 


and over BOO'J men are employed. About 
6000 of these are out. There are all sorts 
of rumors. One is that electricians of tho 
company will join the ranks of the mal- 
contents. Another is that armies of rail- 
way workers are bound for this city from 
Brooklyn, Baltimore, Indianapolis and 
other points, either to assist or take the 
places of the strikers. 


Tho fiercest riot of the day occurred at 


Siith and Vine streets about noon. Tho 
mob reached almost to Market street, two 
blocks below. It entrenched itself along 
the sidewalks and bombarded every car 
which attempted to run the gauntlet. 
Superintendent Linden, with a great force 
of police, finally succeeded in dispersing 
the crowds after 10 arrests had been made. 
At Sixth and Market streets veritable 
pandemonium broke loose as the first two 
cars reached that point. 


In an instant every glass was smashed, 


and a fusllado of dinner kettles, flro 
buckets and bricks poured from the up- 
per floors of the business blocks on 
either side. Conductors and motormen 
fli-d for their lives. 


Later in the day another violent scene

smashed the windows, cut the trolley 
ropes and wreaked ali possible destruc' 
tion. Then the attempt was abandoned. 
The strikers took little if any pure in the 
work of destruction. 


Five hundred extra policemen were 


sworn, in by Mayor Warwick lusc night, 
and these, with the reyulur force of 21UU, 
will make an attempt to queil the rioters. 
They have orders from Mayor Warwick to 
curry their batons unsheathed. 
Should 


this fail, the governor will be appealed to 
to order out the militia. The city's execu- 
tive declared iu uumistakiible terms thus 
the strike is no longer a contest between 
a railway compuny and its employes, but 
a battle between the city and violence, 
and the city will win, if it takes the 
United States army. 


The situation is the gravest the city has 


ever been called upon to encounter. The 
staff officers of the National Guurd of 
Pennsylvania are in their armories, uni- 
formed and armed in cuse of need. 


The strike itself remains unchanged. 


Tho Traction lenders refuse to listen fi 
any suggestion from the other side, and, 
indeed, no effort; is being mude in that 
direction. The strikers are firm, and de- 
termined to fight it to the' bitter end. 
Three mass meetings were held last nighs 
In various parts of riie city. 


The entire roud covers about 500 rniies, 


and over (XXX) men lire employed. About

either side. Conductors and motor-men 
fled for their lives.

streets. A West Philadelphia car mude 
its appearance, ilotorinan, conductor uud 
the few passengers wore ordered to leave, 
and after the fender hud been ripped from 
its attachments and the general work tl 
destruction perpetrated, the cur was upses 
at tho intersection of the two lines of 
track. This blockade was not raised for 
two hours. In one of these riots Police- 
man A. Keppler was seriously injured by 
a shower of stones. Other injuries to 
citizens and officers are reported from dif- 
ferent sections.

Monroe Doctrla« Is Ja*t. 


Prit^ticully the principle for which wo con- 


tend h;is poculiur. if not e3ccl;isive, relation to 
the t.'iiitvd States. It may not have bet-n ad- 
mitted in so many words to tho code of intor- 
nutK'i'.al la;v, but since in internationnl coun- 
eiifl every nation is entitled to the rights be- 
IOUKU:;,* to It, i: the enforcement of tho Monroe 
docLi-inc is something we may justly claim, ifi 
h;Ls its pluce in the code of international la%v 
aa certainly and as surely ay if it wero specifi- 
eally mentioned, r.nd when the United States 
is a suitor before the hifcjh tribunal that ad. 
ministers international law the question to bo 
determined is whether or not we present 
claims which tho justice of that code of law- 
can llnd to be right and valid. The Itouroe 
Uuoinne finds its recognition in the principles 
of iniernationsl law, which are based upon the 
theory that every nation shall havo its rights 
protected and its just claims enforced. 


Of course this government is entirely confi- 


dent that under tiie sanction of this doctrine 
we have clear rights and undoubted claims. 
Nor is this ignored in the British reply. Tho 
yrimu minister, while not admitting that the 
Monroe doctrine is applicable to present con- 
ditions, stales: "In declaring that the United 
ritatt-s would resist any such enterprise if it 
was contemplated. President Monroe adopted 
a policy which received the- entire sympathy 
of the English government of that date." Ho 
further declares: 
"Though 
th-.t language of 


President Monroe is directed to the attain- 
ment of objects which most. Englishmen would 
agree- to be salutary, it is impcssibie to admit. 
that they have been inscribed by any adequate 
authority in the code of international law." 
Again he says: "They (liar majesty's govern- 
nie:u> tully concur with the vie-.v which Presi- 
dent Monroe apparently entertained, thut any 
disturbance of the existing territorial distribu- 
tion in tnat hemisphere by Hny fresh acquisi- 
tions on the part of any European state would 
be a highly inexpedient change." 


In the belief that the doctrine for which we 


contend was clear and definite, that it was 
founded upon substantial considerations and 
involved our safety and welfare, that it was 
fully applicable to our present conditions and 
to the state of the world's progress, and that 
it was direc-.ly related -to the pending contro- 
versy, and without- any conviction as to tho 
n^al merits of the dispute, but anxious to 
learn in a satisfactory and conclusive .manner 
whether Grroat Britain souxht under a claim 
o* boundary to extend her possessions on this 
continent 
without 
ri^-ht, or whether she 


merely sought possa^sl-.-n of territory fairly 
included within her lines of ownership, this 
government proposed to the government of 
Great Britain a. resort to arbitration RS the 
proper means of settling tlie question, to the 
end that a vexatious boundary dispute be- 
tween the two contestants might be deter- 
mined and our exact standing and relation in 
respect to the :controversy might be made 
clear. 


This proposition has been, declined by the 


British iroveruniKnt. upon grounds which in tha 
circumstances seem to me to be far from sat:s- 
fac.ory. It is deeply disappointing that such 
an appeal, actuated by the most friendly feel- 
»ga loward bocn nations direo.ly concerned, 
Kidro5=ed to the sense of justice and to tho 
magnanimity of one of the great powers of the 
rorld, and touchinz its relations -to one com- 
paratively iveufc and small, should have pro- 
lucedno better reiults.- 


Tho course to be pursued by this govern- 


ment in view of the present condition does not 
uppear to admit o: sarioua doubt. 
Having 


labored faithfully for maur years to induce 
Great Britain to submit this dispute to im- 
partial arbitration, and having been now 
finally apprised of iior refusal to do so, nothing 
remains but to accept the situation, to'recog- 
nize iis plain requirements and deal with it 
accordingly. Great Britain's present proposi- 
tion has never thus- far- been regarded as ad- 


* tgy Venezuela. thougkAny adjustment 


•r tho boundary which thnt country may deem 
for her advantage, uud may enter into her own 
freewill, cannot ol course be objected to by 
tho United BtutM. 


Assuming, however, that the attitude of 


Venezuela will remain unchanged, the dispute 
has reached sdch fc stage as to make it now in- 
cumbent; upon the Unitjcl ritates to take meas- 
ures to determine with sufficient certainty for 
lie justification what :K the true divisional line 
between tho republic of Venezuela and trilish 
Guiana. Tbo inquiry to that end should, of 
course, be comUicted ctiretully and judi- 
ciously, and due \veiyht should be given to all 
avai.able evidence, records and facts in sup- 
port of the ol 'ii^s o£ both parties. 


Tn order tafct such an examination should 


be prosecuted in a thorough, and satisfactory 
manner, I sufryuot thuc th<j congress make an 
adequate apprupriation for tiie expenses of a 
commission, to bu appointed by tbe executive, 
who shall ruaky the ni-cessary investigation 
and report upon ih j matter with the lease pos- 
sible delay. 


"When such risport is made and accoped it 


•will, in my opinion, be tho duty of the United 
States to resist by every menus in its power, 
as a willml aggression, upon its rights and in- 
terests, the appropriation by Great Britain of 
any lauds or tho exerciso-of governmental . 
Jurisdiction over any territory which, aftor 
investigation, wo havo determined of right bo- 
long to Valtozuela. 


Tn making theao recommendations I am folly i 


alive to the responsibility incurred, and keenly 
realize all the consequences that may follow. 


I am, nevertheless, firm in my conviction 


that while it is a grievous thing to contemplate 
the two sroat English speaking people of the 
world aa being otherwise than friendly com- 
petitors in the onward' march ol civilization, 
and strenuous and worthy rivals in all the arts 
oC peace, th'ire is no calamity wtiich a great 
nation can invito which equals that which fol- 
lows a eupino subjnlsdion to wrong and in- 
justice, and tho cdns-jquent 1033 of national 
self-respect 
and honor beneath which is

in tlioinidst of powerful corporations 
for industrial purposes. 
Because what 


is tiio rueciring of such corporations aft- 
er all? They rcenn gronpa of individ- 
ual;! to wbom rights have been granted 
above those understood to be inherent 
with every 0110 of us as individuals. 
And what is that but tbo enactment cf 
laws Baying that f-neh and each individ- 
uals, when in groups, shall have the 
power to dictate to tbo rest of the na- 
tion the conditions ou which they shall 
live? And who shall be the rest of the 
nation? Tho poorest or most conscien- 
tious men, thoso who havo cot means 
enocgh to grcrap themselves in powerful 
combinations, or those who see the 
vrrorg of combining for tho sake of in- 
juring their fellow men. In either case 
tbey shall be the men -whose natural, 
inherent or generally granted rights 
should bs considered most sacred', and 
hence the very rights to be protected 
and respected by human laws, never to 
be interfered with by any artificial com- 
binations on the part of tbe greedy hu- 
man types in tee nation. 


Corporations, in the industrial realrn^, 


•what are tbey but a complete denial of 
equal freedom, and bence disguised des- 
potism? All freedom becomes a negation 
as EOOQ as equal freedom disappears be- 
cause of some rights granted to certain 
groups of men and not to the rest, who 
prefer to remain nngronped or have to 
by reason of insufficient means, etc. 


The naked fact is that parliamentary 


systems and republics have so far as- 
sumed, in a hidden form, if you like, 
the old divine right of kings and des- 
pots—that of granting favoritisms to t-Es 
powerful, of course the only ones -who 
can pay for them or have influence 
around tho throne of law, iu legislative 
halls, where our groups of tings, the 
modern ones, humbug the workers of 
nations, the so called sovereign people. 
No wonder that the sovereign is always 
kept in poverty. Don't yon see that tie 
people have abdicated the law of equal 
rights, the only scepter by which, the 
people can rnle? 


What -we call capitalism is nothing 


but the concentration of wealth through 
laws of privilege in defiance of all nat- 
ural law and natural rights. And what 
are laws of favoritism, of privilege, of 
monopoly? Nothing but the old divine 
right of kings, which negatives all di- 
vine law, and so all rights by God 
granted to men. We don't see it in that 
light because every now and then the 


privilege of producing by the labor of 
his own hands any means that are neces- 
sary for his support and his enjoyment 
of life. And any state of society which 
denies to any section of the community, 
however small, or to any citizen, such 
privileges, or au equality in those privi- 
leges, is unfair and nnjust. 
Remarka- 


ble and monstrous examples of such un- 
faimefis and injustice are evident in 
tlicso days. 


There is a natural law which pro- 


vides that the consumption of goods 
must bear a'certain proportion to .the 
production 'of the".same, so that when 
tho .,amount of production reaches lia- 
yond a certain mark in proportion to 
tho consumption it causes the production 
to be unprofitable. And this is the rea- 
son why we hare often Bnch an absurd 
parados of an apparent overproduction 
on one hand, which causes the emplcy- 
mont of men to ba unprofitable, and an 
equal underconsumption on the other 
han4> which also causes the employ- 
ment of men to be unprofitable. 


What, then, can be the remedy? Let us 


reflect.

It should, 
however, make' punishment for. the law 
breaker moro certain, rather than to devote 
its chief energies to making tho Josses 
lighter. 
The old rule regarding tho rela- 


tive value of prevention and cure holds 
true to this day.—Boston Journal,

Now let the amount of profitable 
labor be ever so little, being i ode so 
by the multiplicity arid the pel eoting 
of machinery and inventions, yet divide 
it as equally as possible, not, however, 
without due regard to all the rights of 
personal liberty. 
My neighbor has no 


right to go and do my share of labor 
along with his own, to earn, and then, 
to own, the means of my livelihood as 
well as:his own, thereby keeping me in 
enforced idleness and consequent en- 
forced misery and mendicancy or its al- 
ternative, which is enforced crime and 
shame and ruination of aoul and body. 
If I am to receive my rightful share of 
earth's blessings in an-honorable way, 
then I must have the privilege of my 
proper share of the requisite toil to pro- 
duce it, no less and, quite as emphatic, 
no more. For if I have less, I am snff er- 
ing an injury from my fellow men, and 
if I have more then I am causing an 
injury not only to others, but to my- 
self as well. For, inasmuch as my ac- 
tion in taking to myself more than my 
share of labor forces another man to 
take lets than his'share, I am thereby 


people go to tho "polls to decide which ! courting strife and retaliatory comip- 
lot of kings shall be allowed to keep on 
manufacturing laws of privilege and 
monopoly through the same identical 
processes by which the old kings issued 
their own laws for the same purpose— 
that of keeping most of the workers in 
poverty. 
One or two centuries ago, for 


instance, the average workers earned 
$200 per annum, $100 of which glided 
off through his fingers mostly to enrich 
1 per cent of the nation. 
Tho average 


worker today earns $1,000, $700 of 
which, if not more, also glides off from 
him to enrich 1 per cent of the nation. 
In relation to what be produces the 
worker of today is poorer than over be- 
fore in history, because the needs of the 
worker increase in proportion to what 
he does produce, if not faster yet. 


And tho above injustice shall con- 


tinue until the working masses learn 
how to nse tho ballot, not for the per- 
petuation of monopoly rule, but for its 
suppression, to be replaced by equal 
rights and equal freedom. 


Perhaps the best way -with which to 


accomplish that job would be to con- 
centrate all onr efforts in the rapid ex- 
termination of all franchise corpora- 
tions, they representing the most inten- 
sified monopolistic industrial disposition 
of the ages. And the process is not diffi- 
cult at all. 
At least 60 or 70 per cent 


of the wealth of those corporations is 
nothing bnt franchise values, land val- 
ues as a matter of fact. 
Taxation on 


land values would cut that off all 
nfc 


once. That alone wonld relieve .fhe in- 
dustries of the nation from over $500,- 
000,000,par annum. 
Something' like 


§6,000,000,000 would remain with those 
.franchise corporations in what we may 
'call labor created values. An aunualis- 
sne of $400,000,000 full legal tender 
government notes for 15 consecutive 
years would cancel the above .$6,000, 
000,000, when what we oall pnblio 
utilities (the franchise corporations) 
would be totally owned by the people. 
As the franchise corporations, are but 
forms of transportation indispensable to 
all of OK, we.would then have such 
transportation so as'td simply cover full 
•wages to those at work there. 
That 


would be but an extension of our post- 
ofSce system. 


Once the franchise -corporations out 


of the way because of their naturally 
being pnblio utilities, which, if not 
owned by the.' people, they shall' crash 
the people, then all the other minor 
corporations would rapidly disappear 
under tie mere action of land values 
.taxation. They would, have to.gradually 
become co-operative concerns, like any 
other common group of partners, only 
With a larger nfcmber of them. 
. All the above would come about un- 
der the magic touch cf- equal rights to 
all and privileges 'to no one, when we 
could produce fen times more wealth 
than today, all to be retained by the 
workers, because of no laws of monopo- 
ly any wh'ere in the horizon of the soomV 
fabric.

Then let us divide labor by curtail- 


ing the bbnrs thereof so that every man 
who wishes to may have a fair chance 
to earn an honest and also a sumptuous 
living. By giving every willing man a 
chance to work yon will also give evory 
man a chance to demand such wages as 
the advancement of onr civilisation 
warrants him to receive. And let this 
be not in one or two trades, bnt in all 
trades and all honest occupations alike. 


Why, what do I hear? Does any one 


say that the finances of the country can- 
not stand it, and that such a thing 
would ruin all the capitalists and.the 
employers of labor? Not in the least. 
People do not eat money; they do not 
make their clothing out of greenbacks, 
nor do they build bouses of coin; mon- 
ey simply passes from one hand to an- 
other, and the more that comes in, as a 
rnle, the moro goes out. 
Suppose now 


that such a beneficial revolution as this 
could be brought about in bno week's 
time, who is going to be injured by it? 
Is it the merchant, when his customer 
who last week had only $10 of a salary, 
or perhaps none at all, being out of 
work, conies into his storo this weet 
with $20 ready cash to buy of his goods? 
Is it the house owner, some of whose 
tenants with their families were crowd- 
ed -into one or two rooms, when each 
family can now afford to pay for a de- 
cent and respectable. suit of rooms in 
which to live comfortably? Is it the 
millionaire, who last week was fretting 
with anxiety over his investments in 
lauds, railroads and buildings and who 
this week finds his property booming 
and bounding upward in valuation as 
to threaten to double his fortune within 
a week or a day? Or is it the wealthy 
bankers of our country; with their im- 
mense hoards of money standing idle in 
their vaults, when they suddenly find 
tbe money market having such a mar- 
velous revival that the silver miners of 
the west need no more idle their time, 
nnd let the precious ore lay in the 
ground because of it being a glut in the 
market, depreciated and despised? 


There will be no more complaints of 


overproduction, though there will cer- 
tainly be much more goods produced 
than at .present. There will be no more 
suicides 
committed in 
desperation 


through lack of work and on account of 
the miserable drndgery of the toiler's 
life; 'no more deeds of violence and 
crime and deceit impelled by fear of 
destitution through enforced idleness 
and the unprofitableness of industrial 
pursuits. And what has been the cause 
cf all this beneficial reform and these 
most animating scenes in tbe world of 
industry and commerce, which make 
ths hearts of men to bound aud rejoice? 
What is it? It is nothing more nor less, 
nothing but simply the rightful divi- 
sion cf labor between all those" who 
have a claim to it and the need of-it

THE INSURGENTS ARE MAKING 


CHEAT HEADWAY 


Despite the Reports of Their 'Num- 


erous Defeats. 


., Dec. IS.—The insurgents, in 


spite of reports of their defeats, have 
crossed the military lines between the city 
of Santu Clara and Cienf uegos, tho head- 
quarters of General Campos,' and their ad- 
vance guards are now in sight of Lag 
Liijas, well to tho .westward of Santa 
Clara, showing that the Spaniards have 
been utterly unable to check their prog- 
ress since they crossed the frontier of 
Santa Clara 
from Puerto Principe at 


Iguara. . 


The "repulses" of the insurgents, aixl 


tho announcement of the heavy losses 
they are said to have incurred, have not 
prevented them from, pushing steadily on- 
ward, aud so the Spanish forces "must Do 
in retreat or defeated beyond concentra- 
tion. 


As tho latest news carue from tho front, 


the guerrilla forces of tho Spaniards were 
engaged with tho vanguard of the Cubans, 
and thii troops commanded by Colonel 
Valle were known to be engaged with the 
insurgents near Hormiguero. However, 
the most 'serious- news for the • Spaniards 
was tho dispatch announcing the insur- 
gents to be in sight of Las Lajas. showing 
tho combined armies of Maceo and Gomez 
to bo making for tha province of Habana. 
Near Matanzas, a decisive battle must bti 
folfght, or else the Spaniards must retreat* 
upon Habana itself. 


Campoi Worried* 


General Campos, recognizing the grav- 


ity of the situation, has left Cienfagoes 
for Matanzas, to take command of tho 
Spanish troops that will attempt to bat 
the way of tho Cubans. If Campos is de- 
feated in Matanzas, tha insurgent cause 
will, it would seem, be triumphant. 


Only about 10 days have elapsed since 


the announcement was made of the de- 
feat of Colonel Segura at Iguara by Maceo 
aud Gomez, but the Cubans have sinco 
then crossed four-fifths of the province of 
Santa Clara, and they have done this in 
the face of the 40,000 picked troops said to 
have been distributed over that territory. 


It was at Santa Clara tfiat De' Campos 


made his headquarters, and it was from 
there he proposed to direct the operations 
which were to hurl the enemy back in con- 
fusion. 
Later he changed his head- 


quarters to Ciefnegos, southwest of Santa 
Clara; now he is off for Matanzas, four 
days hard traveling, for the insurgents 
from Santa Clara. 


If the insurgents are defeated, and ordi- 


nary fair generalship is adopted by the 
Spaniards, the forces of Gomez and Maceo 
will be caught from their rear on one of 
the narrowest parts of the Island by all 
the Spanish troops they have successfully 
evaded or defeated In their march west- 
ward. The next two weeks, consequently, 
should settle matters one way or the other.
